Yemen fighting continues 

Arab ministers hold more talks

KUWAIT, March 5 — The 
Arab League Council began its 
second session on the Yemen 
border war Monday night with

Tire two Yemeni delegations 
each submitted separate propos- 
als to the council meeting which 
indicate that they are still far 
aparton the issues which have 
divided them. 

South_ Yemen called for 
immediate unification of the two 
countries. But North Yemen- 
Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Asnag told “ Arab News ” that 
unification should be left to the 
people of the countries and not 
their governments.

Speaking at a dosed session of 
the league meeting, Syrian Fore- 
ign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam reportedly appealed 
to the other foreign ministers to 
help put an immediate end to the 
fighting as, “ every drop of blood 
that is shed is a serious waste of 
Arab resources which should be 
directed against the common 
enemy ”. 

He said unless the warfare 
ends quickly the situation in the 
southern part of Arabia may 
soon resemble the tragic situa- 
tion in Lebanon.

China withdraws from Vietnam 


BANGKOK. March 5 (AP) 
— China announced Monday 
the withdrawal of its troops from 
Vietnam after a 17-day invasion 
during which Peking daimed to 
have achieved its goal of punish- 
ing its neighbor for alleged bor- 
der incursions. 

The official Xinhua (Hsinhua) 
News Agency reported that 
Chinese troops had begun with- 
drawing on Monday, but warned 
that 44 the Chinese government 
solemnly states that the Chinese 
side reserves the right to strike 
back again in self-defense in case 
of recurrence of such Vietnam- 
ese activities. M 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion to the Peking announce- 
ment from Hanoi, but a com- 
mentary from the Voice of Viet- 
nam broadcast at about the same 
time as the Chinese withdrawal 
statement, said that Peking’s 
leaders had 44 failed in their 
large-scale invasion to teach 
Vietnam a lesson and could not 
fulfill their expansionist aims ”. 

A Hanoi summary of the 


two-week war said 10 percent of 
the Chinese invasion force was 
killed or wounded and half the 
tanks and armored vehicles were 
destroyed. It said that only the 

corpses of Chinese officers. were 

taken bade* to China from Viet- 
nam and it took hundreds of 
trucks to' transport the bodies. 

The latest summary provided 
no figures but a report Sunday 
daimed that the Vietnamese had 
tilled or wounded nearly 42,000 
Chinese and knocked out 381 
“ mifitaiy vehriles. 

.Analysts in Bangkok have 
predicted that Vietnam would 
proclaim a great victory once the 
Chinese withdrew, irrespective 
of the losses Hanoi had sus- 
tained. 

Peking’s only comment Mon- 
day night on the outcome of 17* 
days of fighting was tha t Chinese 
troops 44 dealt devastating blows 
to Vietnamese armed forces in 
the Dong Dang-Lang Son area, 
the 2 Cao - Bang-That Khe area 


and the Lao Cai-Cam Duong 
area. 

Some diplomatic observers 
said the timing of the 
announcement indicated that 
the bulk of Chinese forces had 
already been withdrawn. Milit- 
ary sources have estimated that 
up to 200,000 Chinese troops 
were involved in the conflict.

Mount Sinai Bible work 
progressing, monks say 


TEL AVIV, Marfac 5 (APj — 
Greek Orthodo> monks at 
Mount Sinai say they are mak- 
ing progi^ss in cataloguing and 
preserving ancient manuscripts 
discovered three yeans ago, 
including a fragment of one of 
the oldest texts of the Bible. 

Heading a “selective list” of 
the manuscripts published by 
St. Catherine's Monastery is the 
notation: 13 folios, or pages, 
phis 15 fragments from the 
Codex Sinaiiicus, a Fourth cen- 
tury text which was the oldest 
known copy oi ihc Bible until 
the discovery or the Dead Sea 
ScroBs. 

In 1975, monks at St. Gather 
ine's found a large trove of an- 
cient documents when they 
knocked down a wall, and 
Bible scholars in Europe anil 


America urged that they be al- 
lowed to examine and micro- 
flhn the manuscripts, heralded 
as (be most important find 
since the Dead Sea Scrolls. 

But the monks turned to their 
home country, and Athens sent 
experts from the National Lib- 
rary to make the first classifi- 
cation and preservation of the 
document*. Disappointed scho- 
lars elsewhere complained that 
the monks were hoarding a find 
that could be damaged in a 
future war between Israel and 
Egypt, 


hopes. For the first time in 
decades, the Kurds have man- 
aged to get arms in massive 
quantities, seizing thousands of 
weapons from milkary armories.

SYDNEY, March 5 (AJP>- 
Astoonomers using the A ngjko- 
AusoraKan optical telescope 
in the Australian oubbadk have 
found what they believe is a 
massive Hack hole in space 
which is devouring stem at the 
rale of one a week. 

It’s possibly the most ener- 
getic abject eve discovered," 
said Dr. Alan Wright of the 
Aogja -Australian Observatory 
at Siding Springs, 320 kflome- 
tezs west of Sydney. 

“It is about a mAtion light 
years away and is probably 
100 m&fcon light yeans across," 
he said. 

Wright said Siding Springs 
astronomers had been asked 
by tibe Smithsonian astrophy- 
sics observatory at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, to train (be 
four-meter telescope on sour- 
ces detected by the new orbit- 
ing X-ray observatory known 


as Head B, or the Einstein 
Observatory. 

‘We have (he best optical 
telescope in the world and we 
found three sources from the 
accurate positions given by the 
Americans," he said. 

The discovery of three X- 
ray quasars, or quasi-stdtar 
objwta doubled the known 
number of these objects in 
one night. 

“The Americans are elated," 
he said. "The furthest object is 
on the edge of lhe universe 
and is an iroredlbfy energetic 
phenomenon. Everything we 
know seems to leH us it is ve- 
ry, very far away but seems 
to be very bright. We don't 
know of any energy generating 
source that can compare. 
Thermonuclear energy 
into insignificance. " 

Wright said the 
could be a giant black 


eating up stars and converting 
them into energy. 

Black, ho les have never 
been proved to exist, but are 
theoretically described as be- 
ing iodivuhial stars which 
have coUapsed, forming ob- 
jects so dense that no light 
can escape- A matchbox fuS 
of the material would weigh 
billions of tons. 


Wright explained the appa- 
rent contradiction between, a 
black hole which gave off no 
light and the light coming 


from the newly discovered 
source. 

“You could say it might 
come from the last dying 
scream of a star before it 
goes into the Mack hole, 
which is at the same time giv- 
ing off fantastic X-ray radia- 
tion," be said. 

"The object is intrinsically 
one of the brightest in the hea- 
vens, or in other words, if all 
the objects were the same dis- 
tance away from us, it would 
appear to be one of the brigh-

Voyager 1 ever closer 
to soaring past Jupiter 


PASADENA, Calif. March 5 
(AP) — Voyager 1, revealing 
still richer and- more spectacular 
details of Jupiter’s colorful sur- 
face and strange moons, raced 
Sunday towards its historic 
encounter with the giant planet. 

One space scientist said the 
long-awaited spectacle should 
be“ one of the most memorable 
days in planetary exploration. " 
The unmanned spacecraft, 
launched in September 1977, 
was to. pass within 173,000 miles 
of Jupiter's swirling cloud cover 
Monday. 

Excited scientists say the 
ship's cameras will show them 
features as small as five 1 miles* 
across. 

Planetary geologist Larry 
Soderblom told a Sunday news 
conference at_the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory here “ The rate at 
which we are learning things is 
awe-inspiring. " 

A major part of the Voyager 
mission involves the four largest 
of Jupiter's 13 moons. As if 
leaves the planet. Voyageris to 
swing close by those planet- 
sized moons that, in pictures 
released Sunday, showed dazzl- 
ing and curious colors. 

The closest moon. Io, is a 
reddish-orange globe with yel- 
lowish highlights, a few dark reg- 
ions and a strange feature that 
mayproveto be an immense cra- 
ter. 

The next moon out from Jupi- 
ter is Europa, which looks like a 
pale, golden jewel with long 
brownish streaks reaching hori- 
zontally across it. 


Then comes Ganymede, the 
largest of the moons. Its bright, 
bronze-colored surface is criss- 
crossed with streaks and swirls 
and sparkling patches. Finally, 
there is Callisto.a. dark, brownish' ] 
object speckled with bright spots 
that may be meteor craters. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration mission 
lost about four hours of Voyager 
data Saturday to bad w eathe r 
and fine-tuning problems at 
two earth-bound tracking sta- 
tions. But NASA said the prob- 
lems seemed to have been solved 
and the mission was again going 
smoothly. 

After pasting Jupiter at about 
81,000 mph . Monday, Voyager 
1 wfll begin a 20-montb cruise to 
distant Saturn. A sistership. 
Voyager 2, has a similar itiner- 
ary.

“It’s never fun to win because 
someone else has an accident," 
said defending. World Cup 
champion Inge mar St en mark of 
Sweden, the winner of Sunday’s 
giant slalom. “I have been look- 
ing forward to racing Phil for the 
Slalom Cup. 

Luescher finished third in the 
giant slalom and pushed his 
overall point total to 184. Mahre 
is still second with 155, and 
Stenmark has 149. Sterna ark, 
however, can gain only one more 
point since he does not ski dow- 
nhill. 

The only one with a 
mathematical chance of catching 
Luescher is Andreas Wenzel of 
Liechtenstein, who is fourth with 
143 points. One downhill, two 
giant slaloms and a special 
slalom remain on the tour. Wen- 
zel does not fare well in dow- 
nhill.

AN OPPOSED PARTY 


The Kuwaiti government did well by not allowing an unofficial 
delegation from South Yemen to participate in the Arab League 
Council meeting which is now taking place there. The delegation 
of 25 person* purported to represent the Yemen Democratic 
Front, a group of ex-army officers and a few- disaffected civilians 
from North Yemen who defected to South Yemen and formed a 
party opposed to any regime in powcT in Sanaa. If the Kuwaitis 
had allowed it in. they would have also to invite representatives 
of hundreds of thousands of South Yemenis living in North 
Yemen and elsewhere. 

It was therefore, wise to confine the conference to official 
delegations to avoid turning it into a veri table bazaars f fronts and 
counter fronts which, in the end. would contribute very little to the 
peaceful solution that the Yemeni people want. 

Fighting near the border continued even as the conference 
opened, with North Yemeni tribes taking an active part in trying 
to dislodge the South Yemeni forces from border towns. 

The fighting is likely to go on until the conference approves firm 
resolutions, including; establishment of a small Arab force to 
police the borders and prevent the infiltration of agents and 
saboteurs, a problem which has plagued the area for many years. 

This may well be necessaiy — although it will always remain a 
sad reflection of the failure of two closely related Arab regimes to 
co-exist in peace. 

Urging the two Ye me ns to follow,' the example of his country 
and Iraq. Syria’s Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khad- 
dam said that ten years of mutual hostility between those two 
countries ended in half an hour, and paved the way for a greater 
degree of unity than had been expected. 

But there is a fine distinction between the two situations which 
will make it well-nigh impossible to achieve similar results in the 
southern comer of ArabiaSyria and Iraq adopt the same Baathist 
ideology while North and South Yemen adopt diametrically 
opposed ones-South Yemen being Marxist and North Yemen 
staunchly Muslim. So the best one can hope for is an agreement to 
co-exisr peacefully and divert their meager resources to 
development, 'education and health care. rather than to 
importing weapons and ammunition at exorbitant prices. 


OAU AUSPICES 


The war in East Africa is taking a turn for the worse — as far as 
Uganda i> concerned. At least in pan. the Ugandan government 
pr..v.-keJ Africa's cider statesman Julius Nvrere into launching a 
full scale war whieh he may nor have wanted, much as he disliked 
Pre-idem Idi Amin personally. President Amin had earlier 
attacked Tanzania, occupied the Kagera salient and blown up the 
important bridge that linked the two countries. At one time, 
during and after British colonial rule, the two were extremely 
close to each other. The Ugandans cite the hostile activities of die 
exiled dissidents — shades of Yemen — as the constant factor in 
souring relations between the two countries. 

ITti- matter -hould have been settled peacefully and through 
negotiations under the auspices of the Organization of African 
L'nily Bui the Ugandans took to war and swept the salient, deeply 
hurting President N> re re's pnde js he wu% caught unprepared for 
.? war on this -vale. Knowing the man and his moral authority in 
Africa and among his own people, he could not have swallowed^ 
hi- wounded pride and agreed to forgive and forget. A war to the 
finish seemed inevitable. Ugandan radio broadcasts and reckless 
and (jsiclcv-i announce men iv by President Amin's British-born 
auxiser Bob .V»tlc«* w ere enough to goad Nvrere to retaliate and 
xindio.ttc himscll before his own people, who include relatives of 
those i lex on red by A silo" crocodiles. 

This said, vie believe that Ny re re's troops have more than done 
themselves proud by proving that they are a match for Uganda's 
arms in hatlle Nvrere should now exercise the statesmanship that 
hu-* mode him famous in Alrica b\ ordering his troops to slop 
further M.i.>ii-heJ inside .mother African country. It would 

enhance his culture hall the advance uf his army at a time of 
x icl- -r> instead of pressing his luck in a protruded war — the kind 
of which he has alw.iys condemned and advised against. 

He may find it hard to do that now that the Tanzanians arc 
mobilised militarily end emotionally charged to seek vengeance 
on Amin. Besides, the Front for the Liberation of Uganda, led by 
the deposed Milton Oboie. may be heady w ith the promise of a 
triumphant return home now that some of their forces actually 
lighting within sigh: of the capital. But the mark of a real states- 
man — Mich a*- Nvrere aspires tn he — is their ability to make 
slecivi'ii- Mia i don't necessarily agree with th». passions of the 
moment 

Since he has proved his military capability and driven home to 
the government of Uganda that he can tight ir and win. he should 
up* for a negotiated settlement To -el a g«snJ example for the rest 
of Africa and the Third World —provided, o! course, that Amin is 
willing to talk, and agree to abide by the rulings of the OAU. 

if he presses home his attack until President Amin falls and 
t. thole is rc-instuied. Nvrere might well unleash a whole nest of 
hornets in a continent where the number of "liberation fronts” 
exceeds that of lio'emtiivMits.

LUGANO — 

Europeans are buying up 
assets in the United States at an 
unprecedented rate these days. 

The investment spree extends 
all the way from individuals buy- 
ing bouses to giant companies 
taking over large American 
businesses. The year 1 978 seems 
to have marked a new high in this 
respect, and the trend has con- 
tinued into 1979. 

There are several reasons for 
this rush ro acquire dollar assets. 
One powerful incentive is the 
depredation of the dollar; today 
assets in the United States can 
look comparatively cheap when 
valued in terms of strong Euro- 
pean currencies, such as the 
German mark, Swiss franc and 
Dutch florin. 

And they are cheaper than for 
a a long time for buyers paying in 
less robust currencies, such as 
the pound sterling, the Italian 
lira and the French franc. 

Companies are also attracted 
by the fact that the United States 
offers by far the biggest market 
in the world. 

The market is highly receptive 
to foreign merchandise — and is 
still expanding — but countries 
like West Germany and Switzer- 
land find their exports are being 
priced out by the rise of their 
currencies against the dollar. 

One solution to this problem is 
to carry out manufacture inside 
the U.S. with the added advan- 
tage that wages in that country 
are now, in some cases, lower 
than in Europe. In addition, 
production on the spot cutsother 
costs, such as freight and insur- 
ance, and, possibly, customs 
duties. 

The extent of the private 
acquisition of assets is known for 
certain. However, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce 
already for 1974 estimated that 
foreign investors controlled total 
assets of 174 billion dollars, 
nearly half of which was in 
finance, insurance and property.

real estate. 

Most of the property adver- 
tised is in such choice -areas; as 
Florida and California, but the 
market is not restricted to these 
states alone.

This preference on the part of ' 
individuals for U.S. real is no 
doubt influenced by disillusion- 
ment with the American stock 
market as an investment vehicle. 
Traditionally, Wall Street has 
been the favored outlet for indi- 
vidual investment by foreigners. 
But with the market well down 
from its all time high of a linle 
over 1,000 on the Dow Jones 
Index, and drifting aimlessly for 
months at a time, foreigners 
have lost faith in .American, 
shares. 

Because the shares of many 
publicly owned U.S. companies 
are cheap, it is possible to get a 
foothold in the U.S. economy at 
bargain rates. 

Bargains or not, some Euro- 
pean firms are splurging on the 
takeover of American enter- 
prises. Some examples of really 
big deals arranged during 1978 
were the acquisition by 
Unilever, the giant multina- 
tional, of National Starch and 
Chemical a producer of starch, 
resins and adhesives, for 485 rail- 
lion.dollars; 


Two leading West German 
vehicle manufacturers, 
Daimler-Benz and MAN 
selected the same American firm 
as a takeover target. White 1 
Motor. The former bought 100 
per cent of White's Euclid heavy 
vehicle division; the latter 
acquired 12 per cent of White 
Motor itself, with the aim of 
assembling its own trucks in the 
U.S. market for the first time. 


European firms already estab- 
lished in the U.S. economy have 
spent quite heavily to fund new 
facilities or to expand existing 
ones. 


Thus, both Shell Ofl and Id 
committed themselves to con- 
structing new ethylene plants. In 
the former case, the investment 
was 500 million dollars ; the lat- 
ter, GOO million dollar (though 
the British chemical giant was 
sharing the with Solvay, the big 
Belgian chemical company, and 
the Union Pacific Corporation of 
the U.S.). 


This European investment 
invasion, significant in itself, 
becomes even more so as die 
sequel to events in the 1950s, 
when many Europeans — Presi- 
dent Chariesde Gaulle of France 
being the chief exponent — pro- 
fessed to fear that the Americans 

threatened a mass takeover of 
industry in Western Europe.

investment in Europe in recent 
years has slowed down while 
European investment in the 
United States has speeded up. It 
is true that in earlier years the 
Americans built up a -strong posi- 
tion in the Old Continent, and 
this has not been essentially 
weakened.

In 
recent years. Europeans have 
been assiduously purchasing 
land, houses and flats in 
America.

Bayer, one of the big three of 
the West German chemical 
industry, took over another 
well-known U.S. pharmaceuti- 
cal firm, Miles Laboratories, for 
250 million dollars. 


The change is that Europe is 
now moving towards a greater 
equilibrium. It is estimated that 
the aggregate value of foreign 
direct investments in theU-S.at 
the end of 1977 was already 
around 33 billion dollars, com- 
pared with only about 7 billion 
dollars in 1960; and it is said to 
be growing at the rate of well 
over 10 per cent per annum.

CALCUTTA — Contrary to a 
23-year-old treaty with France, 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai is 
planning to remove the special 
privileges of four former French, 
colonies in India — Pondicherry, 
KaraikaL, Mahe and Yanaon. 

The four enclaves, ceded to 
India in 1954, are protected by 
the Treaty of Cession (1956) 
which says: “These establish- 
ments will keep the benefit of the 
administrative status which was 
in force prior to November 1, 
1954. Any constitutional 
changes in this status which may 
be made subsequently shall be 
made after ascertaining the 
wishes of the people.” 

Because the liberal and 
enlightened Jawaharial Nehru 
looked on these enclaves as a 
repository of French culture, 
describing them as India's win- 
dow on France, they have been 
administered ever since as a 
single “Union Territory*’ with an 
elected council of ministers and 
assembly and a lieutenant- 
governor sent from New Delhi. 
Formally at least, India has hon- 
oured its commitment to retain 
French as the official language 
and give equal rights to Indians 
with French nationality. 

Mis Indira Gandhi was often 
under pressure to withdraw 
these privileges. Bat she refused 
•to do so, as much because of her 
own fondness for French culture 
as because of her respect for the 
undertaking to Paris. Each time 
the matter came up in Parlia- 
ment, with MPs complaining of 
an historical anomaly, Mrs Gan- 
dhi insisted that no fhangwi 
could be effected without a 
plebiscite. 

But such niceties ipatter little 
to Desai who complains that foe 
four enclaves are too small and 
too far apart for cohesiveness or 
a dminis trative convenience. 

Pondicherry, surrounded by 
Tamil Nadn state, is the u head- 
quarters ”. Karaikal in the same 
state is 150 kilometers away, 
while Mahe in Kerala and 
Yanaon in Andhra Pradesh are 
separated by about 600 kilomet- 
ers. Together, they cover 480 
square kilometers with a half- 
a-million population.

He and other austere politi- 
cians must disapprove of many 
baffling aspects of Pondicherry 
life. It is a bright little town of

Daily life is even more nos- 
talgic. Men meet in the evening 
to drink and play cards in the 
Ceicle de Pondictaerri ; formal 
dances at foe Societe Mutuelle 
des Creoles are brightly joyous 
affairs; housewives carefully 
' ration out their few remaining 
drops of alcohol de menthe ; 
and the game of “ boule ” is 
played for hours on end by 
elderly pensioners. 

Prominent among the few 
remaining French is an ageing 
antique dealer. Mile Pierre, 
whose father was a refugee from 
foe Fran co- Prussian war. 

Mademoiselle has not stirred 
out of her bungalow, heavily 
adorned with crosses of Lor- 
raine, since 1954 because she 
cannot bear to see the Indian 
tricolour fluttering over Gov- 
ernment House.

With two murders on the Pam 
Metro in February, the city's 100 
miles of underground railway U 
again causing widespread aid. 
ety because of increasing viol 
ence. 

The Metro is not only the caw. 
taTs main public transport sis-" 
tem. carrying 1.2 billion passen- 
gers a year, but is also a tourist 
attraction, largely because it 
costs only 20 US cents to travel 
anywhere on the system. 

But after a scare campaign in 
which newspapers have warned 
of foe dangers of travelling by 
Metro, particularly after 9 
the police have released statistics 
showing that “aggressions" on 
passengers have risen by 24 pc r 
cent in a year. They have also 
given a list of stations and lines to 
be avoided.. 

The warning is seen as particu- 
larly, important as the first big 
influx of tourists to Paris in April 
traditionally marks the high 
point of crimes in the Metro 
comparable only to the other 
bad months of November and 
December. 

One of the two murder victims 
was a gendarme, and it was only 
a minor incident that led to his 
death. The gendarme , on routine 
patrol, was stabbed -after stop- 
ping his attacker for travelling 
without a ticket. 

It was the third stabbing case 
in four days. In the other attacks, 
a student was injured by a thief

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Supreme Court indicates 
Bhutto may escape death 


RAWALPINDI. March 5 
(Agencies) — The Pakistan 
Supreme Court indicated Mon* 
day it may reconsider iLs con- 
firmation ot the death sentence 
on former Premier Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto for organizing a politi- 
cal assassination four years 
ago. 

It called for arguments on 
whether Bhutto could be sent 
to the gallows after the court 
split 4'i in rejecting his appeal 
against the sentence last month. 

Chief Justice Anwarul'Haq 
sought advice from the state 
prosecutor after Chief Defense 
Counsel Yahya Bakhtiar sum- 
med up his arguments on why 
the court should review its 
verdict. 

Bakhtiar listed several rea- 
sons why the court should re- 
verse its decision, but the chief 
justice invited the prosecutor's 
advice only in respect of the 
split decision. 

Lawyers later said it appear 
ed the court may have already 
ruled out reconsideration of its 
verdict on other points raised 
in the review petition. 

Hie defense had argued there 
.were contradictions in the evr 
ucucc wu.cii lu«J uui been con- 
sidered by the court. These in- 
cluded the evidence of ballis- 
tics experts and details of the 
ambush on politician Ahmed 
Raza Kasuri. 


Kasun escaped the ambush, 
but his father, Nawab Muham- 
mad Ahmed Khan, was killed. 

The state had also not pro- 
ved the conspiracy involving 
the former premier, the defense 
counsel said. 

Bhutto has been confined to 
a ceH In the Rawalpindi Jail 
while awaiting the final out- 
come of legal battle against his 
death sentence. Bhutto himself 
has refused to plead personally 
for mercy. 

But a close political collea- 
gue of his has so pleaded, it 
was reported Monday. 

Bhutto's fate was raised bet- 
ween a dose aide of Bhutto 
and Gen. Zia-ul-Haq according 
to informed sources slid. 

Abdul Hafeez Pirzada, a for 
mer finance minister in the 
Bhutto cabinet met with Zia 
for two hours Sunday night, 
the sources said, and “the dis- 
cussions could be of farreach- 
ing significance." 

The meeting between Zia 
and Pirzada was the first in- 
volving a leader of Bhutto's 
Pakistan Peoples Party and the 
military leadership which over- 
threw Bhutto in a bloodless 
military coup in July 1977. 

Mubashir Hasan, a former 
finance minister in Bhutto's ca- 
binet but who holds no formal 
post in the PPP, also had met 
Zia in February to seek cle- 


mency for the condemned for 
mer prime minister. 

Several world leaders have 
also appealed for clemency for 
Bhutto. 

Pirzada said Monday he met 
Zia after receiving permission 
from Bhutto to do so. Pirzada 
had met Bhutto in the Rawal- 
pindi Central Jail earlier Sun- 
day. 

Pirzada said “Our request is 
that the death penalty given to 
Bhutto should be set aside in 
view of the possible serious 
consequences which might re- 
sult if the former prime minis- 
ter is executed." 

FTessed further regarding Che 
contents of the discussions with 
Zia, Pirzada did not divulge 
■much. He said, “It is a very 
sensitive matter," regarding 
which all possible precautions 
and care must be exercised.' 
Pirzada would not say at whose 
initiative his meeting with Zia 
took place. 

In the days before the Sup- 
reme Court announced its deci- 
sion to uphold a lower court 
ruling' on Bhutto, hundreds of 
the foimer prune minister's 
supporters and fellow party 
members were reported arrest- 
ed. 

Recently, Gen. Zia has said 
he would rely on a consensus 
of his government for a final 
decision on Bhutto's case.

Belfast terrorist victim 
rejects ‘paltry’ damages 


BELFAST, March 5 (AP) — 
A Roman Catholic left for 
dead by Protosaam terrorist 
killers but who survived to 
help convict them has refused 
to accept SI, 300 from the 
Briiish government. 

Gerrad McLaverty, who was 
bludgeoned with a nail-s-ju- 
ded club, throttled until he 
blacked out and left tor dead 
in a Bdfasr side street with 
hjs vttists sloshed, said through 
his lawyer Sunday the sum the 
Northern Ireland Office bad 
offered was "paltry. " 

The II members of (he ter- 
rorist gang, known as “the 
Butohers," were convicted here 
Feb. 20 of 19 sectarian killings 
in Belfast in two years. The 
court handed down a total of 
42 life sentences. 


After he had partially recov- 
ered from his injuries police 
took McLaverty. 24, on a car 
tour of Protestant sirongh:lds 
in the city. He managed to 
identify two of his attackers 
ind police then rounded up 
the other nine members of 


iihe gang. 

His lawyer Pascal O’Hare, 
told reporters McLaverty was 
“appalled" by the "paltry" 
level of the compensation the 
Northern Ireland Office had 
offered and had rejected it.
